DIDSBURY, ALBERTA, 


Will Present Acts 


Special acts authorizing the towns 
of Didsbury and Olds to make agree- 
ments with the municipalities of 
Mountain View and Westerdale with 
regard to the building of new hospit- 
als at both points, will bs presented 
to the Alberta Legislature asa result 
of a joint meeting of the towns and 
‘nunicipalities held at Olds Jast 
‘Vednesday. 

Reeve George Clark occupied the 
chair, and Mr. Stan. Edwards, Olde, 
outlined the scheme, which was 
based on similar plans to those put 
through at Lacombe, where a new 
hospital had recently been built. 

It was generally conceded that 
there was great need of better hogpit- 
al facilities at both Didsbury and 
Olds, and Mr. Edwards pointed out 
that he had made a survey on the 
basis of $80,000 being required for 
the building of each hospital and 
found that the amount of taxes re- 
quired for a 15-year debenture issue 
would be approximately 114 mills 
on town property and 81 60 per year 
on each quarter-section in the rural 
areas, 

It was moved and carried that 
*“the municipal councils of Mountain 
View and Westerdale and the town 
councils of Olds and’ Didsbury here 
represented go on record, endorsing 
the recommendations made by the 
committee at their meeting in No- 
vember last, for the erection of a 
hospital at Didsbury and a hospital 
at Olds, and that immediate steps 
be taken to bring a definite proposi- 
tion before the individual councils 
and have same ratified.’’ 

The basis of the agreements was 
discussed and Mr. W. A Austin was 
asked to prepare a bill to be present- 
ed tothe Alberta Legislature, author- | 
izing the towns of Didsbury and 
Olds to each issue debentures to the 
amount of $8000, the two municipali- 
ties agreeing to be liable for one-third 
of the debenture in each case. The 
linbility of Didsbury would thus be 
$10,000 and the liability of Olds 
would be a like amount. 

Messrs W. A. Austin and 8. Ed- 
wards were appointed as a delegation 
to place the matter before the Board 
of Public Utilities with a view to 
having the bills passed at the present 
session of the legislature.

shallow box of sand or fine earth, 
12x20 inches, has been found entire- 
ly satisfactory. A definite number 
of seeds, usually 50 or 100, are plant- 
ed in the sand, these being epaced to! 
jeave room between each seed. The 
box is placed in a warm place and 
watered often enough to keep damp, 
Five to seven days later the seedlings 
are counted and the germination 
percentage is determined Blotting 
paper or flannel on a deep plate can 
also be used, but hae not been found 
as satiefactory as the sand-box. 

The results of such a test make it 
possible to decide with certainty the 
value of the seed. An unfortunate 
experience which occurred in North- 
ern Ontario serves to show the value 
of such tests. Last spring a local 
farmer purchased ‘seed oatea from a 
considerable distance. He did not 
check on germination but sowed the 
seed as received. A month follow- 
ing seeding he brought a sample to 
the station, with the complaint that 
nothing had grown in his field, A 
text revealed germination to he eight 
percent. While it ia true that later 
he was refunded the purchate price 


jof this seed, he nevertheless lost his 


jcrop in a season when abundant 
|erops were reaped all around him, a 
|loss which he could have avoided. 

| Of the various factora which spell 
| success or failure with a crop, many 
lare out of control of the farmer. 
| The factor of seed viability, however, 
‘is directly under his control and 
| should never be overlooked. Sound 
seed is one of the first essentials to 
la good crop.
